In regard to the proposal of the Domin 
ion government to leaae the Stewart 
river, a tributary of the Yukon, North 
wcBt Territoriea, to a company lor the 
purpoRL" of dredging foi- gold, the follow 
ing has been announeed as the terms 
and conditions under which it may be 
isBued : 

1. It will be necessary (or the success- 
ful tenderer to furnish evidence within 
three months from the date upon whicli 
his tender is accepted, establishing to 
the satisfaction of the minister of the in- 
terior his financial ability to carry on the 
proposed undertaking. 

2. The returns of the survey of the one 
hundred coijsecutive miles of the river 
selected shall be filed in the department 
of the interior»within two years from the 
date of the accei>taiice of the tender. 

3. The term of the lease shall bo 20 
years, ami the royalty, 25 centa per 
ounce of gold on tlii' gross j)roduction, 
shall be payable monthly during the 
eeasoii when tlie dredges are working. 

4. A return unilei iitHdavit sluiil bo 
made ouce in each year from the date of 
the lease, showing the ijrojrress niiulo by 
the lessees in their undertaking. 

6. 11 it is found that the lessees are not 
progressing with their work to tlie tsatis 
faction of ttie miuister of the interior, ho 
may cancel the lease. 

6. The lease shall be subject to the 
rights of all persona who have received 
or may receive entries for locations un- 
der the mining regulations; provided 
that no one shall oljdtruct the river eo 
as to stop the dredge from working or 
from passing up and down the liver, or 
build vi'uv.'. dams above or below any 
dredce within a distance of 1,000 feet; 
but the persons who have obtained en- 
tries in tlie manner described eliall not 
be prevented from depositing tailings in 
the river. 

7. The privilege to be granted shall 
not be allowed to interfere in any way 
"with the general right of the public to 
use the Stewart river for navigation and 
other purposes; the free navigation of 
the river shall not be impeded by the 
deposit of tailings in such manner as to 
form bars or banks in the channel there- 
of; the current or stream shall not be 
obstructc-d in any material degree by 
the ucinimulation of such deposits; and 
upon being satisfied that tliese condi- 
tions or any of them are not being com- 
plied with by the lessees, the minister of 
ttie interior may cancel the lease. 

8. The lease to be issued shall reserve 
all roads, ways, bridges, drains and all 
other public works and improvements 
now esiating, or which may hereafter be 
made in, upon or under any part of the 
river, and the power to enter andcop - 
struct the same. It shall also provide 
that the lessees shall not damage or ob- 
Etruct any public ways, drains, bridges, 
works or improvements now or hereafter 
ti> be made upon, in, over, through or 
Uiuler the river, and that they will sub- 
sumtially bridge or cover and protect all 
the cuts, thiines, ditches and sluices, 
and all pits and dangerous places, at all 
l)uiuts where they may be crossed by a 
public highway or frequented path or 
trail, to the satisfaction of the minister 
of the interior. 

9. The leasees will also be granted the 
privilege of locating in sections of five 
miles or lees in length and ten chains in 
breadth, ground in the bed of the river 
within the one hundred miles Helocted 
that is not submerged at high wiUor, liut 
which is low and formed by the cliimg- 
ing of the bed ; Ijnt before any dredging 
is done on any of these lorations, entry 
thi-refor shall ho ol)taine<i from the agent 
of Dominion lands or other ofhcer acting 
under the authority of the minister of 
1 1,1! interior in that behalf in the district 
ill wliioh the claim is situated; an entry 
^1. ill not bo given for any portion of a 
hiCiition from which entry has been 
gnuiteii as a placer chiiai under the 
niinint; regulations, or for any portion 
which will interfere with the operations 
of any person holding an entry for a 
placer claim; and it ahall be optional 
with the minister of the interior whether 
one or more locations may be entered for 
by the lessees at the same time. The 
ruyaltv to he jiaid on the gross produc- 
tiun from clainig of this class shall be 25 
ciMits i)er Gunci! of gold. 

10. An area of land not excu'ciling 100 
acres will he granted to the le.saeea free 
i)f charge for the construction thereon 
of works necessary for the prosecution 
(>[ their operations — the grant to (Consist 
of such j)arcel8 and to he situated at 
fiuch p'lints as may he determined upon 
by the agent (jf Dominion lands for the 
di.itrict or the officer acting under 
authority of the minister of the interior 
in that behalf ; and such grant maybe 
made upon application at any time after 
the agent or other officer has certified to 
the minister of the interior that not leas 
than three dredges lielonging to the les- 
fl<!es, projjerly ei|uipped for mining oper- 
ations, have arrived at .Stewart river. 

11. A permit will bu isfiued to the les- 
sees to cut whatever timber is recpiired 
for the operation and maintenance of 
their work upon payment of the dues 
prescribed by the timber regulations.

THE FLAGSHIP EETUfiKS. 

H, H. S. " Imperienae " Back la Esquimau 
After a Cruise In Southern Waiters. 

After a aeven-week absence from port, 
H.M.S. Imperieuse, the flagship of the 
Pacific coast fleet, with Rear-Adiuiral 
Falliaier aboard, returned to J'Isquimalt 
at noon yesterday, finding on iier ar- 
rival a marked change in the climate to 
that which prerailed afc the time of her 
departure. On leaving here the weather 
was cold, enow lay on the ground and 
the crew wore heavy underclothing; but 
in aix days this all gave way to intense 
lieat and the regulation "whits duck." 
The warship brings news that H.M.S. 
Amphion, the speedy cruiser that was 
hourly being looked for from Kugland, 
is not to be expected for bix weeks yet. 
She had reached Acapu'co .on the i;!th 
instant, after a good pabbage fruiu the 
Old Country, but as the Imperi- 
euse had not called at all the 
Southern stations the Amphion was left 
to complete the rounds before coming 
North. The fiagship left her en route to 
Ksquimalt on the 16th inat,, and it was 
the intention then that the Amphion 
should sail "for I'anama in a few days. 
While in Acapuico the onlydeatli on the 
ship since leaving here occurred. l''rom 
the result of an acciiiont a bugler con- 
tracted paralysis of the brain, and died 
some time before the ship sailed North. 

At San Joso de Guatemala the most 
interesting event of the ihigship's cruise 
hap)>ened on the L'lJth of March. Here, 
or rather at the capital of the country, 
about seventy-five miles inlarul by rail, 
Admiral Pallisier and stall' wore the 
guests of I'resident Barrios for nearly a 
week, having been grandly entertained 
at the latter'a newly erected and costly 
palace. The week was spent in fes- 
tive manner, and everything was done 
posaible to make the time pleasant for 
the "guests of the nation," as their in 
vitationa read. Apart from this incident 
the llagship's cruise was very common- 
place. She experienced a strong blow 
on the way north, but though the wind 
blew hard and the sea was turbulent, 
and the ship for a time was unable to 
make much progress, there was never a 
moment wiieu the big vessel— a9 one of 
her crew yesterday remarked — could not 
bring her barbette guns into active serv 
ice. Among the porta the abip called at 
when south were Santa Monica, Man 
zanilla and Corinto. 

The Imperieuse will only be in port, 
it is said, for ten days, when she leaves 
for Vancouver. On Monday her crew 
will be given general leave.

It l^is few rivers and many hills. None 
of the former are navigable, and many 
of the latter are fortilied. 

Its present boundary limits were de- 
termined by an arrangement among 
Great J5ritain, France, Russia and Tur- 
key, concludeii at Constantinople on 
.lu'ly L'l, is;;2. 

Only aliout 70,000 of the inhabitants 
speak any other !auguai;o than (ireek, 
and only about 20,tl0l) profess any religion 
other than the orthodox. 

The chief charaeterlstics of the average 
Greek are his inquisitivenesa, fondness 
for excitement, love of discussion, desire 
for knowledge, an aptitude for learning 
and aggressive i)atriotism. 

The el iniato has two striking peculiar- 
ities — the heat in sum nier and the cold 
in winter are far more intense than those 
of any other country in the world lying 
in the same latitude, ( iell once remark- 
ed that in travelling through the ^forea 
in Maieh he fonnd " aumnier in Mes- 
Hcnia, spring in Laconia ami winter in 
Arcadia, withous having moved beyond 
a radius of fifty miles." — New York 
Mail and Express.

New Trails AVanted-TLc Daltoft 
Bonte Available for Horses— 
Here Police Needed. 



The report of Inspector Constantine, 
of the Northwest moanted police, ia dat- 
ed at Fort Constantine, Yukon river, 
November 29, 189G. It contains many 
matters of groivt interest, and a snrnmary 
of its contents is lierewitli presented : 

The ico broke up in the Yukon on 
May 17, last year, and the flrat amall 
boat to lo down the river reached the 
Fort with the last of the ice run, on May 
23. On September 2 the river was full 
of running ice, and navigation was prac- 
tically closed. Tide! gave a little over 
fourteen weeks of navigation, which is 
less than the average season. The ques- 
tion of fuel for the post ig described as' 
one of great ditlicnlty, that every year 
will be harder to solve. " I may say that 
there is no dry wood along the Yukon 
that can be obtained by luuid for at least 
75 inilcd from here," says tlie inspector. 
There is, however no scarcity of dry 
wood, Init it ia fiuui one lo three miles 
from the river. A large seam of very 
good soft coal, siuiated about ten niik's 
from the post, was to have been oiieaed 
dur-nulhe winter by llie N. A. T. tV: T. 
Co. There are about 200,000 tons of the 
coal in sigtit at the mine, and the in- 
specior eaya " there is no doubt llaat ihia 
mine will prove the chief source of fuel 
for this country in the lut.nrM." 

TUE MINKS. 

" The running of the boundary lino 
last winter deterniint-d the fact that 
gold-bearing creeka tvhich hitherto were 
euppoaed to bo in American territory are 
wholly, or in part, in Canada. The t«o 
prii\cipal ones Ijeiiii: Miller and (ilacier. 
Aotice was sent the miners that these, 
as well as certain other creeks sjiecilitd 
in the notice, were in Canada ami sub- 
ject to her jurisdiction and laws. This 
was cheerfully accepted and mining 
regulations adliered to and all the uecea- 
eary governuieiit fees paid. A few 
miners denied Canada's jurisdiction and 
right to collect fees, on the ground that 
there was no joint survey and a possibil- 
ity of error m the work. However, I 
went up to Miller and Glacier creeka and 
all dues were paid without any trouble, 
except that of a hard trip, but aa all 
trips in this country are of that nature, 
it was part of the bargain. On Glacier 
creek, a number of the miners under- 
took to run matters in accordance with 
their ideas of j.istice and set themselves 
up as the law ui the land. The trouble 
ended, however, by tiuj Canadian law 
being carried out. A special report of 
this case has been already made. Aa 
far aa I can learn the amount of gold 
taken out this season is about 
^:;U0,000 or 17,(3^7 ounces, chiefly from 
Miller and Giiicier creeks. This is a 
slight increaae on List year. The aver- 
age cost of refilling and coining dust is 
$5 per $1,000 at the United States gov- 
ernment mints at San Fraucibco and 
Helena. In August of this year a rich 
discovery of coaree gold was made by 
one George Carmack on Bonanza creek, 
a tributary to the Klondike or Trondec 
river which flows into the Yukon river 
about lifty miles from here, entering 
from llie sinuheast. His prospect 
showed to the pan. As usual such a 
prospect created a stampede for the new 
digging--. .M.'n left their (jld claims, and 
with a blanket, a.\e and a leiv hardtack 
prospected on tlieiiew creek, staked, and 
registered their claims, which in all 
cases gave better jirospects than any 
other lieretofure. Many old miners 
state that this creek is fully as rich as 
any found in California in the early 
days. New creeks are being found 
daily, all prospecting well. Three hun- 
dred and thirty-eight claims have been 
registered to date, and there still re- 
main about one hundred and fifty to be 
entered. 

" The country between Hunker creek 
and Mi't^uesten river which empties in- 
to the .Sl(;wart river, is lull of small 
creeks and gulches which on being proa- 
pectei.i have all given good results. It is 
probable that the gold belt will in time 
ne found to extend Imm the Klondike to 
the Casaiar and that the whole of this to 
the Divide will prove to be rich in gold. 
Without doubt before long rich (juartz 
will be found, but not worked until, 
aome means of transporting the necea- 
aary heavy machinery is provided and 
supplies can be got in at reasonable cost. 
The gold-beoring creeks in Canadian 
territory on the weat side of the Yukon 
are as follows : Gold, Miller and ( ila- 
cier creeks, all but one miie of the lU'.d- 
rock, Moose and the first fork of Moose 
creek, one mile of the three heads <jf 
Smith creek, anil of the several heads 
of Canyon creek, about one mile of the 
Poker and J)avid branches of Walker 
creek, one and a half milen of Walker 
creek. On the east aide of the Yukon 
»re the following creeks; Bonanza, 
Boulder, Adams, Eldorado, Victoria, 
Carmack, Bear, Last Chance, Hunker, 
Gold Bottom and Baker creeks. These 
creeks are all of a fair size with a good 
aiip[)ly of u nter for mining ])urposea and 
easy of nccose. lionaiiza is a large creek 
and it is j)ossible there may be loo nuudi 
water to be easily worked in the spring. 
A gold commissioner is urgently needed 
and should reside on the principal creek 
of the district. One man cannot do all 
the work there is to be done now, such 
as visiting the different creeks, settling 
disputes and keeping the pfflce work 
up." 

Speaking of transportation. Inspector 
CoiiBtantine says that steamers are much 
neede<l. lie think.s the best sort of boat 
would be a screw propeller, 50 feet long 
and 10-12 feet beam. Tbo current av- 
L'raL;ea five miles an hour. Cuioes have 
been tried in the river, but do not ap- 
l>ear to be much liked. The common 
river boat built on the ground is said to 
give better satiHfactioii. 

The need of the eetabliehmont of civil 
courts ia dwelt upon, and for the in- 
ctease of the police force to at least 75 
men. Ho says he haa spent $9,000 on 
trails. aud has i;12,000 on liand, received 
from nSining fees, and asks permission 
to use it in opening trails. 

The inspector reooinmenda the erec- 
tion of a now post at the mouth of the 
Klondyke river, which enters the Yukon 
from the «ast, about 53 miles south-east 



of Forty-Mile. Here will be probably 
the largest camp in th« country. Near- 
ly 300 claims had been registered up to 
the date of the report, and as each claim 
retpiiree live men, this means nearly 
2,000 people, besides theusual retinue of 
"camp followers." He also recom- 
menda a poat at Pelly, 240 miles up the 
Yukon above Fort Constantine, and the 
opening of the Dalton trail to tide water. 
He aays horaea can bo taken in over this 
route, and that it is only nine days' 
travel With horeee, light, to the coaat at 
Chilkat. 

UOL'TER. 

"The route via St. Michael's is long, 
uncsrtain and fraught with many 
dangers by sea and river. In occasional 
seasons only can vessels go into Norton 
sound before July 1. St. l^Iichael's haa 
no safe harbor, only an open roadstead, 
and when a galo of wind comes up 
vessels have to put to sea or to the sliel- 
ter of an isla id called Kgg island. I^ast 
season eighteen or twenty days were lost 
by the river boats on account of bad 
weather and ice. In conaequenco only 
two river steamers made one througli 
trip each. The river service at present 
extends only to this point, leaving the 
upper and richer part of the country en- 
tirely without sniiplies. 

"In justice to the country a route 
should be opened up from tlio south, 
either by Teslin lake and the Hoota- 
linka river or by a route known aa 
Dalton's trail, whicii M'as traveled by a 
man of that name last season. Forty 
head of beef cattle were driven in over 
this trail from tha coast to I'elly last 
summer. They arrived in gnoil condi- !

proviflion should bo raade for exception- 
al OBBes. If another larjre steamer 
should Gomo in and be held for fourteen 
days, the situation would be extremely 
onerous for all concerned, Wo urt;e the 
Dominion government to make the ne- 
cessary improveiuenta iu the station at 
once.

While we 
aay this we do not wish to be understood 
as claiinipg that the quarantine regula- 
tiona aa enforced at William Head are 
perfect, and we feel safe in Bayini; llmt 
it any meana can be suggested wlieruhy, 
without risk, less striiiuuiit rules can be 
adopted, the people of this tiity would be 
glad to see a change made. But until 
this has been shown there would be a 
general protest against treating tbe paa- 
sengera of the Empress exceptionally, 
much as we all sympathize with their 
unfortunate ciicumatances. 



THE STEWART lUVER LEASE. 

"We print the regulations under which 
the right for dredging on Stewart river, 
■yukon, ig to be leased by tender on 3Iay 
3. To moat persona it will seeui a 
startling performance that such a lease 
ahouhl bu granted on such conditions; 
that it sliould Iju granted on such notice 
or even that it should Ije granted at all. 

"We d.) not like to say such things 
abont any public department, but if 
this airi,ir does not bear all the ear 
marks of a job, it would be difficult to 
suggest anything that does. llQre is an 
important lease to be grantei.!. Xo 
bidder could possibl}' put in a tender in 
telligcnlly without seeing the condi- 
tions, yet the notice is so short that 
althoagh oq the appearance of the ad 
vertiaement a telegram was sent to 
Ottawa asking for the terms, a reply was 
not received until yesterday, and it is of 
courssi impossible to get iu a tender by 
May .!. 

The coiulitions on which tlie lease is 
granted seem unreasoiial>le, especially 
the 'Jth section, which louka like an at- 
tempt to create an enormous monopoly ; 
bat there is very little use in discussing 
the merits of the conditions, because it 
is simply impossible lor any one to act 
upon the aih-ertiseiiient uiilesa lie knew 
it was going to appear. It seems an ex- 
traordinary thin;; that sai-h a matter 
Ihouhl have been sprung upon the pub- 
lic in the way it has been.

Jt unfor- 
tunately happens that they have to sub- 
mit to regulations which are found ex- 
cellent and not unreasonably rigorous in 
the great majority of cases. The ucst 
medical opiiiinn fii cins to favi.if a four- 
teen days' ijiir.i ,nitii)e in ca.se ol Ho.'io 
exposed to coiiUiiziMU from smallpox, 
Whether cabin p.isscir_;cr8 on a steamer 
like the Emprefis are in jxdiit of fact ex- 
posed to contagion where smallpox oc- 
curs among tbe steerage passengers is a 
question upon wnich there may be some 
difference of opinion, and must depend 
on the circumstances of each case to 
Bome extent. 

Our correspondent dwells upon the 
fad tliitt most of tin; cabin iiassengera 
jire Bimply in Iransit and do not propose 
to Hloj) in Canada any longer than thoy 
can p'ossibly avoid. This is very true; 
but it must not be forgotten that the 
qiiitntutine regulations are not for the 
protection of Cauadiiuis alone. By 
e.ital^lishing a great ateainship line to 
the Orient Canada has placed herself 
under an obligation to the rest 
of the world to maintain an efli- 
cient quarantine. We invite the world 
to use this highway of travel, and we 
must, in the interests of civilization, 
Jiedge it about with all the best known 
jneaDB of preventing the spread of in- 
fectious diaeases. 

Concorning the nature of tbe accom- 
Modationa at William Head, they are 
apparently very inade(juate, and in view 
of the fact that this is the most impor- 
tant tjuarautiue station in the Dominion 
they ought to be greatly improved at 
once. We are inclined to think that our

The Globe's report of the Finance Min- 
ister's speech represents him as admit- ■■ 
ting the possibility of the " most liivort d 
nation " clause i)roving an obstacle lo 
carrying out tiie plan, but ho said tliii 
government were of tbe opiiiiou that it 
woulil not, when the case was fully ;in- ; 
dcrstood. The comments iu the press, 
so far aa they have come to 
hand, east very little light on ' 
tbe subject. The Mail and Km- \ 
pire, on the morning following the j 
biKl!,'et speech, ex))resspd no opinion on 
any feature of the tariff. The Toionto 
^Vor'd confessed itself to be wholly in ' 
the dark as to how the arrangement i 
would work. The Ottawa Citizen de- I 
dared itself favurable to the idea of pre- ! 
fereutial trade with Groat Britain, but' 
was not sure that sufDcient considera- ! 
tion had been paid to home inanutnctur- , 
ers. The Montreal Gazette doas not | 
like the arran<;''uienr, hut thinks it will I 
do no harm. The Hamiltun .Si)ectator, 
which thinks Conservatives have goi>tl 
reason to be satisfied with tiie tarit!', 
thinks " the experiment ia on odd one, 
and its working will ba watched with 
some curiosity." It believes the provi- 
sion will bo found impracticable, be- 
cause there is no w.iy, without great 
iwmplication, by which a distinction ('an 
be uuKie between ;_;ooda imported direct- 
ly from Great Hrilain and foreign goods 
purchased in that country. 

The Liberal papers are, of course, very 
jubilant over thia j)referential feature, 
which the .Montrciil Witness says " will 
bo rcgarilcd in l-hiujlaiul as the greatest 
colonial tribute to the jubilee year of 
Her -Majesty tlii3 tiueen." Tiiia reads 
very well, but the regulation of the cus- 
toms schedule ia not a matter of senti- 
ment, and no amount of loyally will 
make an impracticable scheme workable. 
The papers fiupp'.irtins,' the goveriinient 
have not yot alleinpted to argue th 
cr.se from tl.cir point nf view. It 
true that tiie II lobe repird.s this iealn 
of thetariir as an assertion by (,'iiiuula 
of her position aa one of the self-govern- 
ing li.itiona of the continent; but this 
again, though )>li'afiing to the fancj', 
does not appeal to the judgment with 
aiiv very great I'ori'i'.

PROVINCIAL LEGISLATURE. 
Tbird Session of the Seventh Parliament. 

FIFTY-FIFTH DAY. 

Thursday, April 20^1897. 

-The Speaker took the chair at 2 
o'clock. 

Prayers were read by the Rev. D, 
Macrae. ' . • ' ' " ' 

The houee immediately went into com- 
mittee on the'lilihdril Amendment Act, 
Mr. Huff in the chair. 

Mr. WilliamB noted that an amend- 
ment reconiniended by tlio mining com- 
mittee lind not been placed in the bill. 

_Mr. Smith said ho did not bring in the 
bill as chairman ot the mining commit- 
tee, but as member for the nnning dis- 
trict of 'Lillooet. 

Mr. Semlin said that the Minister of 
Mines ought to have introduced a bill 
embodying all the auggeations of the 
mining committee. 

lion. Col. Baker said because he had 
done that on previous occaBiona he was 
not bound .to do it now. The hon. leader 
of thd oppoaition could not ahow him, 
he thought, any rule obliging him to 
bring in the bill. When the suggeationa 
of the mining committee were embodied 
lor their report, and laid on the table, it 
was open to any member to place any of 
them in the form of a bill and brin? it 
before the hou-e. It was notneceaaarily 
\the duty of the Minister of Mines to do 
that. 

Dr. Walkem moved that the chairman 

leave the etiair. 

ilr. Smith said this bill was broujiht 
in in the interests of miners, and the 
committee sliould pause before thev 
killed the bill. 

Mr. Kogera thought tliere had been too 
much trilling anil tampering with the 
mineral act already. 

Mr. Smith aaid there were several 
ways in which the act had to be revised, 
and if this bill was killed another act 
would have to be brought in including 
thoae revisiona. 

Hon. Col. Baker aaid he would be 
very sorry to see the motion carried. 
What Mr. Smith had said was cuiite cor- 
rect. Tliere were a number of amend- 
ments in the bill which were very neces- 
sary in the interests ot the mining in- 
duBtry, and lluit industry would aulfvjr 
it the bill was killed. 

Mr. Kennedy, as secretary ot the com- 
mittee, said there were amendments to 
the bill which the mining committee 
did not recommend and that committee 
should not be made to father tho 
amendments. He would support the 
motion. 

Mr. Williams said it seemed to him 
that Mr. Smith, by his action, bad 
thrown discredit on the mining commit- 
tee by introducing into his bill amend 
menta thrown out by the committee. It 
would be better for the bill to be witli- 
drajyn and another brought in by the 
Minister of Mines including all the 
amendments suggested by the mining 
committee. 

Hon. Col. Baker .said any member of 
the mining committee was pertectly able 
to bring in any amendments he thought 
lit. The bill now before the house in- 
cluded all the amendments of the min- 
ing committee except one, and it would 
be ridicalons for this bill to be with- 
drawn and another brought in by him- 
self. 

Dr. Walkem asked permission to with- 
draw his motion. 

Mr. Smith objected, and tho motion 
wai then formally put and lost. 

The committee then proceeded with 
the bill, and 

Mr. Smith moved an amei:dmenl 
Etrengtheniug section S of the original 
act so as to show more clearly that the 
•tS tax should not apply to miners work- 
ing for wagea, 

Mr. Braden moved that the section be 
struck out so that when the bill was 
passed he could introduce hia aection 
enacting that no one could work in the 
mines until be became or announced 
his intention of becoming a British sub- 
ject. 

Tiie clause was struck out. 

Clauses S to 11 were put througli with 
a few amendments, and the committee 
then discussed clause 12, which reads as 
follows : 

" When a lode is supposed to cross a 
valley or under an alluvial deposit, and 
where such lode is indicated by its ap- 
pearance on the side of Itie mountain 
leading into such valley, any free miner 
upon making a sworn statement before 
the mining recorder or gold conmiis- 
sioner of the district that there is a lode 
which has indicationa of running through 
and under such alluvial deposit, shall be 
entitled to a permit for three months to 
search for such lode over the area of a 
mineral claim, with the privilege of hav- 
ing,' such permit extended, on hia prov- 
ing to the satisfaction of the gold coni- 
niiaaioner that he has bona llde searched 
for such lode and lias expended, either 
in cash or labor, or both, not less than 
one hundred dollarB in such aearcli. 
During the existence of hucIi iicrmit tlie 
ground covered, by the sanKi shall iic^t he 
open to recorii by any other miner. The 
fee for such permit, and each renewal of 
tlie same, shall be the same as the fee 
for a record." 

Hon. Ool. Baker was not certain that 
the clause should pass as it stood, as it 
would result in the locking up of land. 

Mr. Kellie said it seemed to him the 
ground would be locked up anyway. If 
the miners could not lind minerals they 
could not record claims, so that the land 
would be locked up anyway. He thought 
it was a good aection. 

Hon. Col. Baker — "The ground is not 
lockeil up now." 

Mr. Smith said the amendment was 
introduced at the earnest rei|UCBt ot the 
hon. members for Cariboo. 

Mr. Rogers said the object of the 
clause was to give miners time to find 
rock in place. 

Mr. Adams said the clause gave pro- 
tection to a miner who was hunting for 
rock in place in order to get a record. 

Hon. Ool. Baker did not see that they 
could give miners a monopoly over an 
extensive piece of land for three months 
and perhaps longer. 

Mr. Cotton felt that the clause was go- 
ing entirely against the spirit of tho 
mineral act. They wanted to stand to 
the general act and not abandon it. 
The clause would certainly allow land 
to bo locked up. 
The clause was carried by 10 votes to -1. 
A discussion arose on clause 13, which 
provides that no free miner shall be en- 
tilled to any interest in any mineral 
claim which has'been located and record- 
ed by any other . free miner unlosa he 
lias a written agreement signed by the 
parties to the agreement stating the par- 
ticular interest he is entitled to in such 
mineral claim. 

Mr. Adams moved to strike out the 
clause. 

Hon. Mr. Pooley remarked that it of- 



ten occurred that miners in the nsoun- 
tains had not pen and paper, and there- 
fore could not draw up An agreement. 
He thought.tlie principle of the clause a 
wrong one.- 

Mr. Kellie defended the clause. 

Mr. Williams was in favor of some writ- 
ing in these matters an so many legal 
disputes had arisen fcr want of agree- 
ments. He thought that there ought to 
be some writing aigned by the parties 
specifying the interests of each. 

The motion was defeated. 

Mr. Williams moved to strike out all 
the words after unless and add " such 
interest is specified and set forth in some 
writing, signed by the parties so locating 
such claims." 

The amendment was agreed to and the 
clause as amended was passed. 

Much diecuBsion arose on clause 15, 
which reads as follows : "In all cases 
where a mineral claim is located upon 
land granted to a railway company as a 
government subsidy the lawfnl owner ot 
the mineral claim, after the same shall 
have been crown granted, shall be en- 
titled to expropriate the entire surface 
rights and interest in fee simple of the 
company in and to the same in the man- 
ner prescribed for the expropriation ot 
land in the ' Lands Clauses Consolida- 
tion Act, 1897': Provided, however, 
that the amount awarded for such sur- 
face rights shall not be more than live 
dollars per acre. The provisions of this 
section jhall not apply to the subsidy of 
any railway company where provision 
has heretofore been made as to the price 
for acquiring the surface rights to min 
eral claims." 

Dr. Walkem did not think the clause 
would hold water, lie did not think the 
legislature had the power to compel 
railways to whom land had beer: granted 
to sell '.h' land at a certain price." It 
wo . ii uH a frreat boon if the legislature 
couiU oumpel such companies as the Is 
land Railway to sell their land at a cer 
tain liguie, but it seemed to him that 
this clause was contrary to the common 
law of property. 

Hon, Premier Turner agreed that the 
clause would not hold water. They 
might, however, make the clause apply 
to railway lands '.' hereafter granted." 

Mr. Rogers moved to strike out the 
clause, but the motion was defeated. 

Hon. D. M. Eberts moved an amend- 
ment making the clause apply to lauds 
"hereafter granted." He submitted 
that though the proposition in tne clause 
might be a good one the legislature hav 
ing made contracts with certain rail 
ways, and having given them certain 
laniis, it would be a breach of good faith 
to amend the law. 

Dr. Walkem aaid the lands were not 
given to the companies to be locked up, 
but this was done with them because tho 
companies refujed to sell surface rights 
to miners unless they got exborbitant 
jirices. He wanted to see the matter 
settled. 

Hon. Mr. Pooley said many of the 
mineral claims in the Alberni district 
iiad been sold to the miners at very 
reasonable rates by tho E. it X. railway 
company, in some cases they had been 
given away. He did not think the 
house had any right lo force the hands 
of the companies and fix the price at 
which the landa ahould be sold. The 
legislature should not set the example of 
repudiating contracts bya " side wind.'' 
This was not a matter of public interest 
but it was a clause in favor of the in 
dividual against the company. He felt 
that the liouso should throw out the 
clause. 

Mr. Williams agreed with the hon. 
ProBident of the Council that he would 
not 1 ike to see any repudiation of contracts 
but he did not see that this was a ques 
tion of repudiation. They wanted to see 
the companies sell the surface rights at 
a reaaonable price and not charge any 
such royaltiea as 20 cents per ton. They 
ought to compel the companies to give 
the miners the benefit of the reserva 
vations in the act granting them lands 

Hon. Col. Baker pointed out to the 
hon. merrtbor that the railway companies 
were not allowed to charge anything 
they like. He did not refer to the E. i<c 
X. land ; that was a Dominion matter. 
The acts of the railway companies pro 
vided that if the miners weredissatislied 
with the charge for land they could go 
to arbitration. 

Hon. Mr. Eberta' amendment was 
lost. 

Mr. Sword moved an amendment, the 
effect of which was that owners of min 
eral claims may expropriate the entire 
iiurface right and interest in fee simple 
of the railway company only so long as 
the land was exempt from taxation and 
not used tor railway purposes. 

The amendment wag carritu*!. 

Mr. Kellie moved to strike out all the 
words after " is<)7," which would re- 
move the ))rc)viHi(jn as to the $5 an acre. 
T lis wan agici'il i-j and the clause as 
a(uended was passed.

Hon. Col. Baker presented a return re- 
lative to the grievances of the eealeis. 
It being t> o'clock recess was taken. 



A t s illo p.iM . t lie houBO again went into 
commillee on the Mineral Act Amend- 
ment liill. 

Mr. Ailams ni(i\-eil that section l!l he 
Struck out. It reads as follows; ''Any 
free miner may act as an agent to locale 
and record a mineral claim lor another 
free miner, provided he is previously in 
that behalf authorised in writhing by the 
party for whom he acts, and such author- 
ity 18 filed in the office of the mining re- 
corder in the mining division in which 
the claim is aituatetl previous to the date 
ot tho record ot such claim." 
Tlio clause waa 8trui:k out. 
Mr. Cotton moved a new section pio- 
viding that persons working for wages 
only in or about mines should not pay 
the ^T) tax. 

^Ir. Adams claimed that the amend- 
ment was out of order as interfering with 
the revenue of tho country. A large 
number ot Chinamen aa well as whites 
would bo relieved of the tax. 

Hon. Premier Tumor said there was 
an inclination earlier in the session in 
the direction of taking off the $5 tax. 
However, so many representations had 
been made of late to the government 
from the mining distri(!t, from men in- 
terested in minoH and from the minors 
themselves, stating that they did not 
want this tax removed, that tho gov^irn- 
ment felt inclined to let tTie matter stand 
over for a year. 

Mr, Kellie said tho i)Gop'e of Knote- 
my did not object to tho tax. They 
said, however, that tho poveniment 
anould tax the coal mines as well as the 
quartz mines. He thought they wefe 
quite right.

WHAT PEOPLE SAY. 



A Protest From a Quarantine Pas- 
senger of the " Empress 
of " China. 



International Complications May 
Arise If the Chinese Ambassa- 
dor Is Fumigated. 



Tu TiiK EDiTon:— The R. M. S. Em- 
preaaof China arrived here yesterday 
from China and Japan with a full com- 
plement of 140 cabin and 600 steerace 
passengers. Nine days before,*when out 
from Yokohama, two caaes of smallpox 
were discovered amongst the Chinese. 
The men wore immediately placed iu 
hospital, and, with their attendants, 
strictly isolated, and are now in a fair 
way to full recovery. Every person on 
board was promptly vaccinated in ac- 
cordance with the regulations, and every 
care taken that there should be no com- 
munication between the Chinese and 
European passengers. 8iiice then tliero 
has been no further outbreak. In for- 
mer instances when such a thing hap- 
pened, these steerage passengers were 
taken out of the ship ai the (|uarantine 
station ; they and their quarters were 
(lisinlected, and then the sliip and sa- 
loon passengera allowed to proceed. 
Judge, then, what was lirst our in- 
c.retlulity and then horror, when it was 
known that the liealth oHieer Had or- 
dered every person on board— oflicers, 
crew, and passengers of every class — to 
be lauded for a sixteen-day period of 
quarantine on shore, a.id thai, as the 
lirst step, every one of UH and our bag- 
•rage should be put' through the disin- 
fecting process in vogue here. 

We thus found ourselves face to face 
with this situation : We were to be taken 
out of our comfortable eabina in batches 
of a dozen or so at the time ; stripped 
naked and subjected to a foul chemical 
bath ; our clothes taken from ua to be 
fumigated and baked, we sitting mean- 
while in a shed, clad in an old blanket 
gown and pair of slippers, whicli had 
previously been used to cover the naked- 
ness of no one knows how many Chinese. 
^''eithur ladies nor children, no matter 
how delicate, were to be excepted from 
this odious and revolting Oi)eration. 
Next, all our baggage was to bo landed 
and exposed for a period to sulphur 
fnmes, and tlien baked to a temperature 
of L'OO degrees, a proceeding which is cal- 
culated to, and actually does, destroy 
nearly every article subjected to it. As 
to ourselves, we were next to be march- 
ed to the quarantine buildings, 
and invited to take up our 
stay there for the full per- 
iod mentioned, and aa much longer as the 
liealth otlicer meanwhile might think lit 
to inflict. In tlie building in (luestion 
there was not accommodation tor more 
than half of our number; neither was 
there bed, table, chair or any other 
article of furniture, only the bare roof 
and floor. To remedy this, it was pro- 
I)oaed to land all the ship's bedding.etc., 
so that the ladies and children might 
liave a measure of comfort, and all for 
whom there was no accommodation were 
to be placed under canvas. Adjacent to 
this place was the smallpox hospital, 
with a number of cases in it, so that 
evi-ry opportunity should be given ua of 
concraciing the disease who had escaped 
it hitherto. 

Tliu«, at the instance of the Canadian 
authorities, we — passengers in triuisit 
not coming to reside in the country or to 
have any communications with it fur- 
ther than is unavoidable— are condemn- 
ed to lose our time— a matter of vital i;n- 
portani^e to some of us- fur an indeli- 
nite period. Condemned to sacrifice our 
health— for it cannot be otherwise than 
that health will be sacrificed, 
and probably life, too. Coming as we do 
from warm and tropical climates and 
compelled to go under canvas here, to 
sleep on the damp ground exposed to 
the inclemency of this climate, the 
strongest constitutions will be tried. 
The delicate and sickly will die and 
seeds of disease be sown in many which 
will never be got rid of. C^ondemned to 
lose our money , as the 1 1 uarantine ex- 
I)enae3 to the amou.it of leu shillings a 
(lay will be levied on u^, and m^iiy have 
no'i got the money. Condemned also to 
have our property destroyeil. Time, 
health, uiuiiev, property, and perhaps 
life itself, all 'lost for having had the 
misfortune to take passage by the C 1'. 
K. instead of by one of the many i5t her 
routes open to us. Hard lines : 11 ml 
we been prisoners of war duly captiircHl 
by some foreign foe we could not have 
been treated worse. 

Fortunately the passengers on board 
the KmpresH of China are not only more 
numerous than usual, but also liave 
amongst them men of more than usual 
ialUience. There is the Chinese anibiia- 
sador, II. K. Chang— one of tlu' most in- 
Ihienlial dignitaries in China, iie^t to 
II, I. M., the Emperor— and his stall' en 
route to represent Cliina al Her 
Majesty's approaching jubilee. There 
is a strong force of Her -Majesty's civil, 
military and naval officers, directors and 
agents o! the company, and men of in- 
fluence of many nationalities. 

Aa soon as the orders were posted all 
the passengers met under the chairman- 
ship 01 i :verett l- raser, Esq., to consider 
the situation. At this it was unani- 
mouslv resolved to forward a protest, 
giving" reasons, to the Canadian govern- 
ment, and reriuesting its interference. 
This was immediately done liy tele- 
graiih ; the Kiubasav at the same time 
wiring I.ord Sidislmry and the Pekint.' 
government. Besides this, the olKcials 
of the company wore straining every 
nerve to get the ordorg reconsidered. 
Next, it was unanimously resolved to 
resjst by every means in our power these 
unprecedented, Intolerable and entirely 
unnecessary orders of the health oflicer, 
so that if they are to be carried 
out in our persons it will only be done 
by sheer brute force. If force is at- 
tempted--and It is not impossible, aa a 
^.Miivrd of twentv-fivo men ariiied with 
Winchesters is already put on— we shall 
redisr. *)1 course we may have no 
chance of Kuccessful resistance, but a 
thing will be done wiln which tho whole 
civilized world will ring. It will surely 
be granted th.at we have Honiethiiig at 
Stake worth fighting for; lite and pro- 
perty are not reailily surrendered by any 
boilv of men. 

The Chinese embasBy refuse to auh- 
nait point blank, and force cannot be 
u.ied on it without giving rise tn grave 
international complications. lUa Ex- 



cellency and stttfFare extra-territorial in 

British dominions, and whoever lays a 
finger on them breaks one of the most 
widely recognized and carefully cherished 
of international regulations. His Ex- 
cellency is prepared to return to China 
and allow the jubilee to be celebrated 
witliout liis presence ; but not to tiubmit 
to tlie indignities to which it is proposed 
to subject hiui at this port. Further, aa 
representing the jiorson of hie august 
master, the Emperor, he would probably 
lose his head if he did. , 

No fault can be found with the C. P. 
R. Company nor with the oSicers of this 
ship, who have shown every possible 
consideration. The company is really 
in a serious fix. If this thing be pushed 
it means they will have to give ap car- 
rying Obinese in tlio steerage altogether 
or lose their European passengers. They 
can never be sure but smallpox or some 
other infectious diseaae will make its 
appearance amongst Asiatics ; and as 
soon aa it ia known that such an eventu- 
ality entails tho placing of all on board 
in tho unfortunate position in which we 
find ourselvc:! to-day, traveliera will go 
by other routes. Further, they stand a 
chance of losing the Chinese also, who 
say that at no other port were they ever 
subjected to sixteen days' imprisonment 
before. 

Our medical muii on board unani- 
mously declare that all thia trouble ia 
needieas. Seven of them have signed a 
protest to this effect, and also declaring 
that the health oHicer'a orders cannot be 
carried out except at the gravest risk 
to the health of the persons on 
board this 8lii|). They further re- 
flect severely on the way in which the 
health ofHcer neglected to pay due at- 
tention to the actual cases, not even 
going to see them till long after. But 
apparently this is his method, as would 
appear from tho case of the ship Alice .V. 
Leigh, already published. 

Not only ia the health ofBcer'a action 
powerless for good — according to our 
authorities — and capable of causing in- 
finite mischief, it ia alao liiglily absurd. 
Thia is shown by the fact that the Bhi[) 
and cargo will be allowed to i)roceed in 
the bauds of a new crew, as soon as all 
her passengers and crew are landed. 
Now, if there ia infection anywhere it 
would be found in the ship and cargo in 
the place where the casea were discov- 
ered, and not amongat the European 
paesengers and their baggage, which 
never were in contact with these cases 
at all. But the ship ani.1 cargo can go on 
to be spread all over the country and re- 
main there, while the harmless passen- 
aers merely in transit are detained and 
subjected to thia treatment. Could the 
height of absurdity further grow? 

.•\t i)re8ent, although the health 
ofHcer reiterates hia orders to come 
ashore and bo bathed, no attention 
is being paid them pending the arrival 
of answers to telegrams sent yesterday. 
•Meanivbile his hands are full of the 
steerage passengers, who are being driv- 
en into the bathing shed, where, after 
being parboiled, they make their appear- 
ance on the rocks behind to don the 
blanket coat. Their appearance is highly 
pictureaque, and afFords a fine aabject 
for the cameras on board. It ia also the 
cause of much indignation being ex- 
pressed, as undoubtedly the rapid 
change from the heat to the cold air 
must be dangerous. A. 

" Empress of China," Quarantine Sta- 
tion, .•Vpril 2S. 

To Tin; Edito : — .Ipropoa oi your 
editorial in Tuesday's issue oi your jiaper 
in which you drew attention to the enor- 
mous drain on thia city for dairy pro- 
ducts, ia it any wonder there are hard 
times in Victoria when so much money 
ia sent away each day to outside sources 
for products that might easily be raised 
at our own door? If thia ?l,500 a day 
were kept at home, what opportunities 
might not be created out of it for our 
workingmen ! But the (laoation that 
concerns U8 most directly is: How are 
we to stop thia drain? J hold , sir, that 
there is a remedy, and a very good 
remedy, and il should be the aim of the 
local legislature, now in sesaiou, to do 
something towards facilitating the ap- 
plication of it. Now, there ia an al>un- 
dance of seemingly wild, worthless land 
in the diatricta surrounding Victoria, 
which affords e.K;cellent pasturage for 
cattle. Within the past few days 1 have 
travelled over a considerable area of this 
seemingly worthless land in Esquimau, 
Highland and Goldstream districts, and 
I was much struck with the abundance 
of fodder it alVorded for cows. I met 
w 'lb large tracts covered with wild vetch- 
es, f.illy six inches high, and, growing 
amongst the salall iindergrowlb iii 
many place, wurv small t'lumi)S or 
bunches of a very Hwoet and nutritions 
grass; then there ■\\'ere hero and there 
small patches of swainpy or bottom land, 
covereil with willows, ilio yoiiug ahoots 
of which allord cxiu-lli-nt briiwsiiig for 
cattle ia the winter and early spring 
mouths. Indeed, I was told by some 
settlers I met that the cattle in these dis- 
tricts come home rolling fat in the 
month of .Tune, after running out all 
winter foraging for themselves. I no- 
ticed, too, that wherever firea had been 
run tlirouu'b the coniifry and destroyed 
much nseli'uu forest, and thus admitted 
Ibe sun and light, Hit; grasses above

Some Facts Ailduced By an E-xpert 
Which Deserve Full Con- 
sideration. 



Miners Will Be Fully Protected Un- 
der Tliis Bill and the Prov- 
ince Benefited. 



In view of the discuBaion on the 

CuHBiar Central Kiiilwiiy bill, the foUow- 
ini; information ^^leaned from an 
anthoritativo Kource ig of unusual in- 
terest : 

" It is interostinn in a matter like tliip," 
said our informant, ''to contrast the 
results to bo oijtaiiied by the proposed 
hill witli the results obtainable under 
the jiresent system of alienation of 
tuineral lands. By the Mineral A:;t a 
locator, after location of a claim, is eoiii- 
pelled to perform asseesment work to 
the value of $500 in order to obtain a 
grant. The $500 he may distribute into 
five annual payments of $100 each. 
After grant there ia no further 
oblij^ation upon him until ore is 
shippeil, when a tax is made of one 
per cent, on the assessed value of the 
oic to 1)0 detorniineil, in case of d!si>ii!.!>, 
by smelter returns. As an incident to 
the ownership of the claim, an entire 
anil esclusivc etirfat-o rii;hl is jiiiaran- 
teod. No revenue ia received by the 
|)roviiu'o uutil ore is ahipiicli. Many 
reasons may jiruvent tlevelopiuent ot the 
claim and render it entirely unpro- 
ductive. The province loses rev- 
enue directly to a certain extent, 
and the trade sutlers to a nuich 
greater eitent.The burden falls upon the 
taxpayer,. who is compelled to contribute 
to the eoBt of roads and trails, the main- 
tenance of order and the general admin- 
istration of the law. 

" Under the proposed bill the com- 
pany in addition to opening up tin; coun- 
try hy a railway and by this moans 
creating a great Northern^ trade, ia re- 
(|uired to pay one-halt of o'ne por cent, 
on all ore mineii in addition to the 
ordinary tax — ifoO a year for each claim 
held, and a fee of $100 upon each 
transfer of a claim. By such a 
systoiu the revenue producing power 
of the lantl is immeasurbaly in- 
creased. With a low estimate ot 
1 ,1100 claims, the difference in favor of 
the [irovince ia very great. From the 
annual tax alone $60,000 more 
ia produced than under the 
profieiit system. To estimate the 
ntiiuhcr of annual trauHier." id diflicull, 
hut if 10 per cent, of till claims be trans- 
ferred once a year, a further increase ot 
$10,iNH) ia had, or a total of .$(10,000, with- 
otit considering the e.Ntra tax of one-lialf 
of one per cent, on all ore mined, ot it- 
self amounting to half as iniu-h again as 
could be collected under the present 
system. 

" Nor has the governtnent overlooked 
the interests of [irospectore, as a careful 
perusal of the hill will disclose. 
Within 90 days after location the 
prospector oilers the claim to the com- 
pany at his own (igure. It the comi)any 
decl'ines to purchase, the ]n-os[)ector has 
the right for two years to sell the whole 
claim at any price he niay obtain after 
giving thecoiniiany a chance toj purchase 
at the same lignre. The prospector and 
the company have to bear the costof as 
KCRsnient work ei|ually,and the prospec- 
liir is not cuinpelled to pay either the 
^.")0 a year or ttie transfer fee of $100. At 
the end of two yijars the cointiany may 
assume chargo and proceed with the 
development of the claim. In case it 
does not do so its interest goes to the 
prospector. If it does it is not entitled 
to chariie the prospector, or his interest 
in the claim, witli a proiiorlion of the 
coat of development , but is entil^-d to 
deduct the pruspec-lor's proportion -Jie 
expense fro 111 the jiroceetls of the ore only. 
Any loss arising the company hears 
entirely, while a jirolit ia divided eiiually 
between the prospector and the coni- 
liany. I venture to think lliiil. to-<lay 
there are many owiiera of claims who 
wouiti only too gladly give (iiu--liiil[ of 
their claims ;ind (lay a good comrn i.ssiiui 
in addition in order to ell'ectso favorable 
an arrangeniefU. 

"The volume of trade of the cities on 
th'.- Coast will he greatly increased. Tlie 
government will derive a greater rev- 
enue ami, tile miner will be fully jiro- 
tected under this hill. Surely the most 
captious critic cannot find lault with the 
measure. I onlv hope the company may 
secure the capital to carry out ita linder- 
taking."

1-^very person over eighteen years 
of ag<-, and being ii British subject, or 
being an alien, upon his making a de- 
(!laration of his intention to b(.'come a 
I'ritisli subject hciore anv person au- 
lliori/.ed to take iilliilavits or aflirina 
lions tinder the Oaths Act, or lie- 

lore the gold commissioner 
mining recorder, which declaration 
sliall be in the form V in the 
Hchednle ol this act, and U|)(in his filing 
tint same with the mining recorder, uml 
every joint stock company, shall lie en- 
titled to all the rights and privileges of a 
free miner, and shall be uonsidered a 
free miner, upon taking out a free 
miner's certificate. A minor who shall 
become a free miner shall, as regards Ids 
mining properly and liabilities i-on- 
tracteil in i-oiiiiection therewith, he 
treated ii.s ot full aire, A free iniiu-r's 
cerlilU-ale issued to a joint stock c.om- 
pajiy shall hi; issued in its corporate 
ua^iie. A free miners certificate shall 
not lie I ransleraliie." 

Mr. Siiiiih objected to the clause as it 
would keep many [leople from coming to 
the proviiure to locale claims. 

Hon. Col. Baker placed himself on re- 
cord as being strongly against the amend- 
ment. By the amendment they would 
exclude a' la^e number of Americans. 

Hon. Premier Turner agreed with tlie 
remarks of the laet two speakers. He 
would not give ten cents for a man who 
became a British subject simply tore- 
cord a chiiin, and In; saw nothing in the 
argument that hei^anse the l.'niled 
Slates had adopted nn 'alien labor law 
the province shoulil do so also.
